The transfer of sponsorship for an

The measures make it dear that .an 
application for the transfer of sponsorship 
must be submitted to the competent 
Labor Office, endosing a ‘no objection' 
certificate from the original employer. 
The Labor Office will then study the 
application to ensure whether it fulfills all 
the conditions, and will consequently 
intimate the competent immigration 
iepartment about the results of its study. 

The applicant will not be allowed to 
imploy such a labor before the submission 
rf his application'^ the Labor Office. The 
atter will register the application and will 
tet a date for the completion of formalities 
xmnected with the transfer of sponsor- 
ship, in case all the conditions are fulfilled. 

If the'cbndixicmsis are Dot met, or if the 
applicant in question does not call at 'the 
Labor Office on the appointed date for the 
completion of formalities, and employs 
the labor, be would hold himself respons- 
ible for employing the labor in question in 
an illegal manner.

Kins Hussein affirms 

PLO represents people 


BEIRUT, Dec. 21 (Agencies) — King 
Hussein of Jordan has reaffirmed his support 
for the Palestine liberation Organization 
(PLO) as the sole representative of the Pales- 
tinian people, stating that i t must be the mam 
recipient of any solution to the Palestinian 
problem. 

The King also lebeled the die Camp David 
peace process a “dead horse, and called on ' 
President-elect r Ronald Reagan in an inter- 
view published Sunday not to be a “prisoner 
of past polities.” 

The 46-year-old monarch told Beirut? s 
English-language weekly Monday Morning 
negotiations for the return of Israeli- 
occupied Arab land was the correct approach 
rather than talks on limited autonomy for 1 .5 
million Palestinians in die West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

“The territorial approach.. .is the right 
approach," Hussein was quoted as saying, 
adding the U.S.r inspired Egypt- Israel talks 
on Palestinian autonomy failed to deal with 
key issues such as Jerusalem. 

Hussein said “it is likely,” he would meet 
with Reagan soon after the new American 
leader takes office. 4 b a post-election inter- 
view Reagan said meeting the Jordanian 
monarch was to foreign policy priority. 

“-Jordan’s position is that the people of 
Palestine''— as represented by the PLO, the 
sale legitimate representative of the people 
of Palestine — must be the major party in any 
solution to die Palestinian problem,” Hus- 
sein was quoted as saying in the interview, a 


text of which was published in the magazine. 
“(Jordan) will not substitute for the Palesti- 
nians."’ 

Hussein was quoted as saying, however, “it 
is not for Israel to detide what the future of 
die Palestinians should be.” He added that 
“any developments on the political level, any 
openings, any changes, any operations would 
have to come before an Arab summit... to 
detide what would be done.” But the king 
made it dear he believed Reagan's election 
was an opportunity for a “fresh look” at solv- 
ing the Arab- Israeli conflict 

“The Camp David process is a dead 
horse,” he said. “One would hope that the 
new administration will be able to address 
problems in the world in a different way, that 
it will not be the prisoner of past policies and 
actio ns which did not contribute to die establ- 
ishment of a just and durable peace in the 
area.” 

On other issues, Hussein said: 

— “Foreign influences” were behind the. 
two- week Jordan -Syria border crisis and that 
“it is a sad fact of life” that relations between 
the two Arab neighbors were irreparably 
harmed by the military confrontation.

Iran to a very large extent] 
add said a unified AJab stand would bring the 
war to an early end. Hussein said “1 bave 
serious doubts” whether Iraq would need 
Jordan' s military support in the war but if it 
does “Jordan is with Iraq.” 


Iran demands $23b for hostages 


TEHRAN, Dec. 21 (AP) — Iran is 
demanding the United States deposit$23 bil- 
lion in the Algerian central bank before the 
52 US. hostages are released, according to 
the official. English-language text of Iran’s 
latest message to th United States containing 
demands for the captive^ release. The next 
was released by Iranian officials on Sunday. 

Before the text was released, Behzad 
Nabavi, the head of Iran's government com- 
mission negotiating the hostages’ release, 
said at a news conference in Tehran that Iran 
had asked the United States to deposit in 
excess of $19 billion — including more than 
$9 billion to cover Iranian assets frozen in 
U.S. banks after the hostages were seized and 
$10 billion to cover the wealth of the late

in 1962 and 1963 Sunday were urged “to pay 
careful' attention” to an announcement by 
tiie Selective Service, a U.S. Embassy state- 
ment said. “Presidential Proclamation 4771 
of July 2, 1980 ca)ls fas’ Selective Service 
registration abroad of male U.S. citizens born 
in ftpl^ndar year 1962 during January 3-7, 
2981. Those bom in 1963 or later are to be 
registered within 30 days erf their eighteenth 
birthday effective January 5, 1981 and will be 
registered continuously thereafter as they 
turn eighteen," the statement said. 

It added: “Selective Service wishes to 
stress that late registration of males bom in 
1 960 and 1 961 will continue without any spe- 
cial procedure. Persons may register at the 
U.S. Embassy, Consular Section, Jeddah; 
USLO, Riyadh; and die American Consulate 
General, Dhahran.” 


Shah. Algeria is acting as an intermediary in 
hostage negotiations at Iran's request. 

Later, die official text of the Iranian mes- 
sage to the United States, released by the 
government, confirmed the $9 billion and $10 
billion figures and showed that an additional 
$4 billion was being requested in cash, “or 
any other valid guarantee acceptable to the 
above bank, as a guarantee of the bona fide 
discharge of its (the U.S. government’s) 
obligations.” It did not define what it meant 
by “obligations.”

On Saturday, Iranian Prime^ Minister 
Muhamad Ali Rajai said the demand for 
returning the Shah’s wealth was the only 
potential problem among Iranian terms for 
the hostages? release. 

Nabavi said the hostages would be released 
within 24 hours after the US. government 
accepted Iranian conditions for their release 
and that they could leave “by bus or by plane, 
it s up to theTJ.S., and they shouldp&y for it.” 

Algerian minister 
arrives in Qatar 

DOHA, Dec. 21 (AP) — The Algerian 
foreign minister arrived here Sunday after 
three- days of talks with Bahraini leaders. 
Ben-Yehia is to deliver a message from 
Algerian President Ben-Jedid Chadli to the 
ruler of Qatar Sheikh Khalifa Ben Hamad A1 
Thani, on waysbf bolstering relations bet- 
ween the Gulf countries and the north Afri- 
can state. 

Ben-Yehia’s tour of the Gulf states has 
taken him to Kuwait, the United Arab Emi- 
rates, Saudi Arabia, Bahrain and Qatar, in 
addition to Syria which he visited earlier this 
month. 


RIYADH, Dec. 2 1 (SPA) — Saudi Araoia 
and Italy Sunday called for a just, lasting and 
comprehensive solution of the Arab Israeli 
conflict on the basis of a full Israeli with- 
drawal from the Arab lands it occupied in 
1967, inducting the Holy Gty of Jerusalem. 
They also called for the right of self- 
detenninatioo to the Palestinian people, 
according to a joint communique issued here 
and in Rome after the two-day visit to Itaiy of 
Foreign Minister Prince Sffud A1 Faisal, and 
his talks with the Foreign Minister Emilio 
Colombo. 

The communique said the two countries 
condemned any unilateral action to change 
the status of Jerusalem or its characteristics. 
They firmly reiterated the necessity for the 
withdrawal of the Soviet forces from 
Afghanistan so that die people there may be 
free to determine their own future without 
foreign interference. The two sides reviewed 
the major economic problems of the world 
and called for the control of inflation and 
increased international cooperation. 

They urged greater research for alternative 
sources of energy and the need to conserve 
existing ones and agreed to support efforts to 
find a new international economic order. 
Saudi Arabia expressed its appreciation of 
the co nstru dtive role played by Italy in the 
world in the pursuit of these objectives while 
Italy appredated the role erf Saudi Arabia “as 
the largest oil exporter and a major monetary 
power.” They stressed the importance of 
their economic and commercial relations and 
agreed to promote them in their mutual 
interest, and dedded that the Joint Saudi 
Italian Commission should meet as soon as 
possible. Specific contacts between the public 
and private organizations in both countries 
should be made, they said. 

Prince Saud conveyed the King’s condol- 
ences over the victims of the recent earth 
quake in Italy and invited Colomobo to visit 
^_Jg#idi _Arabia. 

Prince Saud meanwhile returned here 
Sunday after a two- day visit to Italy. He also 
had an audience in the Vatican with Pope 
John Paul. 

In a rare breach of protocol The Vatican, 
which usually does not disdose details of the 
Pope’s private audiences, issued an offidal 
communique after the 45-minute meeting. 
The gesture underlined the importance it 
attributed to the meeting between a Pope and 
a member of the Saudi Arabian Royal family, 
Vatican sources said. The communique said 
the Pope and Prince Saud also discussed the 
Middle East, Palestine and the status of 
Jerusalem. 

Israeli planes 
overfly Beirut 

BEIRUT, Dec. 21 (AP) — Israeli warp- 
lanes overflew Beirut on Sunday, drawing 
anti-aircraft barrages from Palestinian posi- 
tions in the Lebanese capital. 

The streaking jets apparently were on 
reconnaissance missions in the wake of three 
days of fi ghting in southern Lebanon. 

Israeli troops and Israeli-backed rightist 
Christian mili tias in the “free Lebanon” bor- 
der endave attacked Palestinian commandos 
and Syrian peacekeeping forces in Lebanon. 

The Syrians, who police Lebanon's four- 
year-old civil war armistice, came under 
ZsraeLi shellfire on Friday for the first time 
since they moved into Lebanonin November 
1976 to smother the country’s civil war. 

Official statements said three Syrian troops 
were lolled and two wounded in the Israeli 
shelling that involved Syrian checkpoints in 
the sou them Lebanese areas of Aichiyeh and 
Rib an, where the Israelis raided Palestinian 
commando postions just three kilometers 
further south. Commandos suffered eight 
admitted deaths. 

The Syrians said they retaliated on Satur- 
day with a massive bombardment of Israeli 
tank concentrations in the miltia endave and 
reports from Tel Aviv spoke of 1,000 Syrian 
shells hitting the area. 


Soviets fail to achieve objectives in Afghanistan

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP) — A year 
ft® Soviet troops inarched into Afghanis- 
sn, tiie Kremlin has failed to achieve its 
linimum political and military objectives 
nd faces continued powerful opposition 
oth wi thin Afghanistan and from the world 
omnium ry, a senior U.S. official says. 

The offidal offered this assessment in a 
Tiefing to reporters on Friday, conceding 
hat his purpose was to keep the largely unre- 
•orted war in Afghanis tan before the public 
ye as the first anniversary approaches. 

Tlie administration has stopped describing 
he Soviet move into Afghanistan — as Presi- 
dent Carter once did — as tiie gravest threat 
o peace since World Warn. But the offidal 
aid almost nothing has gone right for the 
Joviets since tiie Red Army went on the 
darefa last year. 

The official, who requested anonymity, 
nade the following points: 

— Despite Soviet efforts, rival Communist 


factions in Af ghanistan have been unable to 
patch up their differences. President Babrak 
Karmal, is widely perceived as a Soviet puppet 
with minimal support from the populace. 

— At tiie time tiie first pro- Soviet govern- 
ment took power in Afghanistan, in April 
1978, the Afghan army had between 90,000 
and 100,000 troops. The figure today is down 
to about 25,000 to 30,000 as a reaill of a 
steady series of defections. The Soviet occu- - 
pation force, numbering some 85,000, is 
doing most of the fighting. 

— The resistance of Afghan nationalists 
remains viable if not stronger than ayearago, 
although the official refused to say whether 
these forces have been aided by clandestine 
shipments of American weaponry. The 
Soviets believed that a massive show of force 
would intimidate the nationalists but, 
instead, it appeared to increase their will to 
rcSifcL k 

— The number of Afghans fleeing to 


neighboring Pakistan and Iran has averaged 
about 80,000 a month. More than 1.25 mil- 
lion Afghans have fled the country, about 10 
per cent of the normal population. The con- 
tinued exodus of Afghans suggests that 
Soviet efforts to pacify the countryside have 
not succeeded. 

— Opposition to the Soviet occupation 
from the world community has not 
diminished. Twice, the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly has called for the withdrawal 
of all foreign forces from Afghanistan by 
margins of more than 5 to 1. Beyond that, 
there has been almost no progress toward a 
political, solution. The Soviets continue to 
reject withdrawal proposals while the 
Afghan governments own proposals seem 
aimed at l an ti miring its rale without addres- 
sing the issue of the Soviet military presence. 

Meanwhile a farmer Afghan general says 
that deposed Afghan King Muhammad Zahir 


Shah, overthrown in f973, is w i l l i ng to lead 
the anti-Soviet resistance if requested by : .. 
freedom fighters, a Pakistani newspaper 
reported Sunday. 

The daily Muslim quoted retired Lt. Gen. 
Muhammad Akram Muhammadzai, leader 
of tiie Wahadat-e-MUli party, as saying that 
the ex- monarch is now tiie only person cap- 
able of uniting the faction-ridden resistance 
movement. 

Muhammadzai denied earlier reports that 
tiie king living in Italy, had refused to take an 
active leadership role in the resistance. He 
asserted that the king wanted to participate in 
th e straggle, but was not interested in return- 
ing to the throne. 

He said 1 03 different insurgent groups now 
existed. Feuding between the factions and 
their inability to make good on promises to 
ill-equipped guerrillas has led to disenchant- 
ment with exile leaders based in Pakistan, as 
well as some nostalgia for the former long. t 


“They stressed the necessity that these 
conflicts should be solved by peaceful means 
on the basis of equity,” the communique said. 
They also underlined the need to promote 
spiritual and moral values and improve rela- 
tions between Christians and Muslims, it 
added. • 

The communique said Prince. Saud 
informed the Pope of his government's con- 
cern about the illegal action by which Israel 
annexed tiie Holy Gty (Jerusalem). Pope 


John Paul repeated the Holy See* s opposition 
to any unilateral change in the political status 
of Jerusalem and its proposals for the dty to 
become a meeting point of the three mono- 
theistic religions — Christianity. Islam and 
Judaism.” 

The Pope also urged action to resolve, on 
the basis of equity, the problem of the Pales- 
tinian people and to maintain the indepen- 
dence, territorial integrity and unity of Leba- 
non, the communique said.

A two-day meeting of the Organization of 
Islamic Conference's A1 Quds (Jerusalem) 
committee, chaired by Morocco' s King Has- 
san II, will be to prepare a report for submis- 
sion to the conference itself when it convenes 
in Saudi Arabia on Jan. 25. 

It is understood that tiie report will be in 
two parts, the first an outline of the AJ Quds 


Committee's activities to date, the second 
actual suggestions on how to prevail on the 
international community to make Israel 
relinquish Jerusalem as its capital.

The A; Qucts- Committee, set up by the 
OIC five years ago to maintain Jerusalem a 
Muslim city . only got properly into its stride 
when the conference held its 40th meeting in 
tiie Moroccan city of Fez last year. It was then 
assigned to working out a program for 
“delivering’' Jerusalem and initiating an 
international campaign to this end. 


Panel set up to settle 
inter-Arab differences 


AMMAN, Dec. 21 (R) — A. tripartite 
committee will soon begin work on improv- 
ing inter- Arab relations, according to Arab 
League Secretary-General Chedli Klibi. 
Klibi, who has been touring Arab countries, 
said in a statement published in A mman 
Sunday that the committee comprised 
Saudi Arabia, Algeria and the Arab 
League. 

The Arab states have been divided over 
the Gulf war, with Jordan backing Iraq in 
the face of opposition from Syria, Libya and 
South Yemen. A number of other countries 
gave Iraq tadt support and some remained 
neutral. 


Klibi. on his way home from Baghdad 
through Amman Sunday, said in the state- 
ment he had found there was full agreement 
that Arab solidarity should be put before all 
bilateral differences and that every Arab 
country was determined to use aO its 
resources for common Arab cause. 

He said it has been agreed that the com- 
mittee should use its good offices to remove 
all that had marred inter-Arab relations 
since the Tunis summit conference last year. 

Klibi. a Tunisian, said he had had talks 
with Libya, TXmisia, Syria, Algeria, Saudi 
Arabia, South Yemen, Lebanon, Jordan, 
Iraq and the PLO leadership.

CAIRO, Dec. 21 (AP) — U.S. military 
presence at the Ras Ban as base on tiie Red 
Sea would “ only be temporary, for a specific 
period of joint exercises” Deputy Prime 
Minister Fuad Mohiedin was quoted as say- 
ing in Sunday’s Al -Abram newspaper.

Progressivism and reactionism are 
expressions that are used at random with- 
out being fully conscious of their meaning 
and import. Ft is, indeed, a matter of regret 
that the meaning of these expressions has 
begun to produce an admixture of such 
sayings which are nowhere in proximity to 
their real sense. 

You are branded a reactionary if you 
adhere to the sublime human values, your 
heritage and .culture. People also will call 
you reactionary and backward only 
because you cannot keep up with fake 
manifestations which we observe in the 
behavior of those bathed in the Western 
civilization. 

But you will be a progressive individual 
if you leave aside your history and herit- 
age and adopt the modem way of life, 
believing that absolute doubt in every- 
thing is the basis of progress. 

Regrettably, most of us repeat the 
expressions “ reactionary, ” “ progres- 
sive " and “ backward, ” without even 
understanding the ideological concept on 
which they are based. The idea of progres- 
sivism is a colonial discovery, given prom- 
inence by the colonialists in an attempt to 
deprive the Islamic nation of its culture 
and heritage and to keep it surviving 
under fake paper slogans. 

I wish we had understood that progres- 
sivism is not contained in words only ; but 
it is an action to boost civilization, to show 
excellence and to live a contemporary and 
developed social life. Many countries 
known as ** progressive " exercise such 
actions which do not at all conform to the 
concept of a real progress. Their prop- 
ounders believe that' “ libertinism " is 
another name for progress and liberation 
from all values and principles could be 
termed as “ advancement. ” 

I wonder when the Arab and Islamic 
societies would give up their complexes to 
be able to cope with the destructive ele- 
ments in the society which are eating them 
up from within.

Congressman meets Zia 


Pakistan ‘still wants U.S.aid 


ISLAMABAD, Dec. 2 1 ( AP) — President 
Muhammad Zia ul-Haq and other Pakistani 
leaden still want U Ji. military aid, but only if 
the assistance is large enough to offset die 
Soviet pressure it might trigger, U.S. Con- 
gressman Stephen Solarz said Sunday. 

Last February, Zia rejected a proposed 
$400 million military-economic aidpackage 
which he described as “peanuts.” 

Solarz, 40, who is expected to become 
chairman of die House subcommittee on 
Asian and Pacific affairs when the next ses- 
sion of Congress begins, said one Pakistani 
official spelled out exactly what Pakistan 
wants — four squadrons of F-16 jetfighters. 

While the outgoing Jimmy Carter 
administration has refused to introduce a new 
level of jetfigbter technology in die region. 
Pakistan apparently is hopeful that 
President-elect Ronald Reagan ‘might take a 
different stance in view of the Soviet Union’s 
reported decision to sell MiG-25s to India, 
Pakistan’s longtime military rival. 

Officials here also are hopeful that Reagan 
would be able to override the Symington 
amendment which brought about a suspen- 
sion of military and development aid in 1979 
following U.S. intelligence reports that Pakis- 
tan was trying to acquire nuclear arms capa- 
bility. 

Solarz, before leaving for a two-day visit to 
India, said Pakistan has become even more 
fearful of its giant neighbor because of specu- 
lation of possible joint Indo- Soviet moves 
against it. 

The New York Democrat said, following 
separate meetings with president Zia and 
Foreign Minister Agha Shahi, that Pakistani 
leaders want American aid and security 
assurances in view of the potential threat 


posed by Soviet forces^ nuts western border 
with Afghanistan. But they stressed that such 
U.S. support must be of sufficient size to 
make up for what new pressures from the 
Soviets and political sniping from “radical" 
states in the region it might set off, he said. 

Solarz, making a “familiarization" tour of 
the region, arrived in Pakistan following a 
briefing in Britain and was scheduled to visit a 
total of nine countries including Japan 1 , the 
Philippines and China. 

Rightist clashes 
leave 15 dead 
in Lebanese town 

BEIRUT, Dec. 21 (AP) - Clashes bet- 
ween rival Christian rightist militias left IS 
dead and another 15 injured in the town of 
Zahle in Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley, police 
sources said Saturday. 

The dashes between Lebanon's main 
Christian militia, the Phalangists led by 
Bashir Gemayel and the National Liberal 
Party of former Lebanese President Camille 
Cbamoun began Friday and continued until 
late Saturday afternoon. 

The sources said five members of the 
Syrian peacekeeping forces stationed in the 
region were killed in the shootout in which 
machine guns and rocket propelled grenades 
were used. 

The two factions last month announced the 
two militias would be merged under a com- 
mon leadership. 

The sources said the Zahle incident was 
instigated by renegade members of Cha- 
moun’s party. 


Bus-train collision 
injures 13 in Egypt 

CAIRO, Dec. 21 (AP) — Thirteen persons 
were injured Saturday, some seriously, when 
a bus collided with a train some 20 kilometers 
from the dty center here, police said. 

The bus carrying 43 passengers from the 
city of Port Said 221 kilometers east erf Cairo 
crossed railway tracks as a train moved out of 
its station, police said, adding the bus driver 
burned a red traffic light. The accident 
brought to 15 the number of persons that 
have been injured in traffic accidents in the 
same spot in the past ten days.

Finally, and despite opposition from the Demo- 
crats and objections from within his own party. 
President-elect Reagan made up his mind on his 
future secretary of state: Gen. Alexander Haig. The 
appointment, of course, is still subject to congres- 
sional confirmation. It is expected that this will not 
be easy to obtain. 

Haig — a four star general, which is the highest 
American military rank — is no stranger to the 
White House, having served as Nixon s chief of 
White House staff in the last year of that ill-starred 
administration. This fact is also the source of the 
difficulties his appointment will face. 

Although not involved in any way in the Water- 
gate affair itself, Haig had taken part in the decision 
to fire the chief investigator of the time. He was also 
implicated in the decision leading to the secret 
bombing of Cambodia. Against this few can deny 
Haig's clarity of mind and firmness of purpose on 
political as well as military matters. 

His leadership of NATO between 1974 and 
1979 was markedly successful, and the return of 
Greece to the military council of the organization 
was only one of his achievements. Haig left* NATO 
with the hope of securing presidential nomination: 
which he failed to obtain because he was seen as 
nearer to the MacArthur mold than that of 
Eisenhower. In other words, and unlike 
Eisenhower, he was seen as too much the ambitious 
general, one who is not prepared to deal with the 
game according to Washington's time honored 
rules. 
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Specter of Soviet intervention haunts Poland

Once again there are ominous signs that Soviet 
tanks will roD into Eastern Europe. In 1956, Mos- 
cow invaded Hungary. Twelve years later, in 1968, 
the target was Czechoslovakia. Is the 12-year cyde 
of Soviet intervention about to be repeated in 
Poland? 

Reports have reached U.S. officials in Washing- 
ton of a Soviet request to Warsaw for permission to 
move four divisions across Poland into East Ger- 
many. Earlier, U.S. officials said the Soviet Union 
had completed preparations for a possible military 
intervention. Two weeks ago, the surprise meeting 
of the Warsaw Pact leaders in Moscow left Western 
observers divided about its meaning. Some recalled 
the circumstances of a similar gathering in Czechos- 
lovakia in August 1968, which did not, despite 
Czechoslovakia's apparent winning of approval for 
its internal reforms, stave off the Soviet interven- 
tion a few weeks later. 

It is important therefore, to understand what 
today’s upheaval in Poland has in common with 
Czechoslovakia's of 1968 and what the differences 
are. To begin with, there are differences in the 
origins of what the reformers in both countries have 
called the process of “renewaL" 

In Czechoslovakia, the reform movement got 
under way in the spring of 1968 only after Alexan- 
der Dubcek took over in Prague as leader of the 
Communist Party. Despite widespread dissatisfac- 
tion, the changes at the top did not come in response 
to mass pressure organized from below. In Poland, 
on the other hand, such pressure — most evident in 
the workers’ demand for independent trade unions 
— forced Edward Gierek from power in Sep- 
tember. 

Again, in Czechoslovakia the vehicle of political 
change was propelled by reform- minded Commun- 
ists and the disaffected members of the intelligent- 
sia, while die workers for the most part looked on. 
In contrast, Polish workers have heeded Marx’s call 
to unity only to pose a formidable challenge to what 
some among them call “the regime of the red 
bourgeoisie.” For, at the end of August, after two 
months of labor turmoil, the Polish Co mmunis t 
Party conceded in the “Historic compromise” that 
the workers had the rights to strike and to organize 
themselves independently, outside of the 
government-sponsored and government- - 
controlled trade unions. 

There can be tittle doubt that the very idea of 
independent trade unions and its reluctant accep- 
tance by the Polish Communist leadership infected 
the corridors of power in Moscow and other East 
European capitals with acute discomfort. Since the 
1920s, trade unions in Communist systems have — 
with the important exception of Yugoslavia — 
evolved as instruments of state policy rather than as 
pressure groups acting on behalf of their con- 
stituents. The party is, in Communist theory, the 
organizational expression of the rule of the working 
dass. By definition, therefore, there cannot be any 
real dash of interest between the workers and the 
party. 

Even a few months ago, the spectacle erf a worker 
campaigning freely for trade union autonomy 
would have been any Communist leader’s night- 
mare. Yet for Stamslaw Kama, the new leader of 
the Polish Communist Party, there was little choice 
last month but to deal with Lech Walesa, the leader 
of Solidarity, the umbrella organization for the free 


trade unions. Itis the raw power of 10 million Polish 
workers backing Solidarity — their capacity to 
mobilize and their preparedness to strike — that 
won unprecendented concessions from the paral- 
yzed and fearful party leadership. 

Other voices demanding a greater measure of 
worker participation in factory management, hir-‘ 
mg, firing and wage policies have been heard previ- 
ously in the Communist world jnost loudly in 1956 
Hungary, 1968 Czechoslovakia and 1970 Poland. 
But such demands never attracted the scale of sup- 
port witnessed in Poland today. By implication, 
Poland's ‘’historic compromise" has oiled into 
question the legitimacy and the organization of 
power in other Communist regimes. 

“A specter is haunting Europe — the specter of 
Communism ” reads the opening line of the Com - 
mutdst Manifesto written by Karl Marx and Fried- 
rich Engels in 1848. Today itis the specter of Czech, 
East German or Bulgarian workers making the Pol- 
ish workers' demands their own that haunts the 
ruling elites of Eastern Europe and unites them 
with Moscow in opposition to the “historic com- 
promise." 

In 1968, the reformers inside the Czechoslovak 
Communist Party introduced measures that prom- 
ised to bring about “socialism with a human face." 
The architects of the Prague spring had goals not 
unlike those of the reform- minded faction of the 
Polish Communist Party today. They wanted to set 
legal and institutional limits on the party’s power 
and to sanction a greater and better informed politi- 
cal participation by the citizenry. In August 1968, 
the Soviet-led intervention by 500,000 troops 
abruptly halted the democratization process, 
purged the Communist leadership of reformers and 
returned the country to Soviet-style orthodoxy. 

Id evaluating the possibilities of Soviet interven- 
tion in Poland, Western observers have focused on 
two conditions believed to be critical ’'from the 
Soviet perspective': the loss of control by the Com- 
munist Party and the threat to the Warsaw Pact 
security system. But though the Soviets are apt to 
exaggerate these dangers, they were in fact not the 
. critical conditions in 1968, for neither of them was 
present; What was important was that die Czechos- 
lovak Co mmu nist Party had fallen into the hands of 
reformers, and the Soviet Union intervened to 
wrest party control from them before their hand 
could be strengthened at the upcoming party con-

Moscow sought thereby to strengthen its supporters 
wi thin the divided Communist leadership. Yet it is 
doubtful that the outcome of the meeting — the 
departure of die most pro-Soviet elements from the 
Polish party politburo — has assuaged Moscow’s 
fears.

The invasion that would smash Warsaw Pact 


LONDON — 

Too often and too easily, hypnotized by sheer 
quantity, the West thinks of Russia as an unfettered 
giant; its government’s freedom to move in any 
direction it likes inhibited only by fear of nuclear 
incineration. In fact, like every other country in the 
world. Russia is the prisoner of its own history, 
traditions, preconceptions, immemorial fears. 
Perhaps more than any other country, because Rus- 
sia's history has been so special to its traditions so 
ingrown, its preconceptions so deliberatey exalted 
into articles of faith, its fears so ancient and fre- 
quently well founded. 

Certainly the government of Russia more than 
any other shivers at even the most distant prospect 
of any departure from the status quo, sitting on the 
lid so heavily that it takes an explosion on the scale 
of the 1917 revolution to bring about any effective 
change. Even then, when the dust has settled, it is 
soon discovered that ancient customs have not died. 

One of the troubles with Russia is that almost any 
useful change in the status quo is bound to be giving 
something up: so often its ingrown habit of taking 
hold of more than it can comfortably manage (sim- 
ply because if it does not somebody else may) pro- 
duces a situation in which the slightest change of 
grip means that something escapes. This is not to be 
borne! So the grip is not changed, even when it 
hurts. 

At the same time, the age-old principle of over- 
insurance, which drives it internally to push 
absurdly extended frontiers ever farther outward, 
continued to operate in an uncoordinated and 
opportunist manner (which it invariably seeks to 
rationalize as some sort of a crusade), making that 
grip still more convulsive. 


There is some excuse for this. The vast bulk of 
Russia, the Soviet Empire, on the map so frighten- 
ing to Western eyes, looks very different when you 
are sitting in the middle of it. Then you are coa- 
scious not of protective bulk but only of an 
extravagant and terrible length of highly vulnerable 
frontier. 

To be in Moscow, as I was, when Hitler has sliced 
through that frontier, and watch on the map the 
sinister black arrows marking the armored spear- 
heads of the German advance snaking ever closer, 
with no natural obstacles in their way until they 
were actually beginning to curl round the city itself, 
was to understand something of the depth of the 
compulsion to push that frontier away, even if this 
made the land still harder to defend. 

In the ligb t of Russia’s past, the only thing new or 
revolutionary about the march into Afghanistan 
was that the West allowed it to happen. Ever since 
the days of the wretched Tsar Paul, there have been 
Russians in high places who have hankered after 
control of that wild country, the gateway to India — 
and there have been otheis, more influential, who 
have said enough was enough. 

Until lately. Britain put up a warning notice on 
that gateway; but this has been taken down, and it 
was only to be " making sure” of Kabul — whether 
as a vaguely defensive move against nameless dan- 
gers from Iran or Pakistan, or as a potentially useful 
jumping-off ground for further adventures, I 
imagine Brezhnev himself would be hard put to it to 
say. 

In the light of Russia's past, it is dear chat as the 
old, old men in the Kremlin contemplate the 
goings-on in Poland and wonder what on earth to 
do, they must be visited by asad sense of dejavu - 
the more particularly because Lenin himself burned 
his fingers over Poland in the early days of tile 


Workers Paradise, while Stalin, never an optimist, 
seems really to have believed that he had destroyed 
Polish independence once and for all when he mur- 
dered practically the entire officer corps in Katyn 
Forest and elsewhere — and then invited the Ger- 
mans to massacre the Home Army, the Resistance 
Army, in Warsaw. 

But- in 1956 the Poles bobbed up again, and 
Khrushchev (or his advisers) knew enough about 
history to realize that Soviet tanks could not smash 
the Poles as quickly as they could smash the Hun- 
garians, or quietly subdue them, as they were later 
to subdue the Czechs. Brezhnev and his advisers 
stiQ know that 

This does not mean that they might not decide 
that a destructive combination of dvil and national 
war was the lesser of two evils. It does mean that 
• they are having to think very hard indeed — not 
theoretically and irresponsibly in a void which 
comes naturally to them, but practically and with 
reference to an immediate issue — the sort erf tiring 
which goes against the grain of these incorrigible 
doctrinaires. 

So although tit ere is nothing to stop them crudi- 
ing Poland, as Hitler crushed it 41 years ago, and 
Tsar Alexander n before that in 1863, and Nichols I 
before that in 1830, and Catherine the great before 
that in the 18th century, they know that they would 
be facing a nation in aims, that the fi ghting would be 
bitter andpexhaps protracted, costly, and very dose 
to home, that to invite the East Germans to fight 
Poles would (there is no other way erf putting it) 
bring the house down: the house being the Warsaw 
Pact 

Even without East Germany, R ussian interven- 
tion would being the house down anyway. The 
bogus fabric of tire Warsaw Pact would be in tatters. 
1 say bogus because die Warsaw Pact exists only, as 


it were, by courtesy of the West. What on earth ai 
all these peoples held together by the Soviet Am 
supposed to have in common except mutual hatre 

Of course, the Soviet Army is all lined up am 
ready to move at a signal from Moscow: itisnogwx 
thi nkin g about using force if you are not in a p» 
tion to apply it Mien needed.

In a lead story, Al Yom quoted 
Minister of Defense and Aviation Prince Sultan as 
saying that Saudi Arabia would be ready to defend 
any Arab state that is threatened with aggression. 
Okaz carried as its lead story the opening of the 
Jerusalem Committee meetings by King Hassan U 

of Morocco in Rabat Monday. Al Jazirah said in a 
headline story that the Kingdom would not increase 
its oil production to 14 million barrels daily. Al 
Riyadh led with a statement on Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al- Faisal's meeting with Pope John 
Paul 13, which said the Middle East needed an 
equitable solution and rejected any change in the 
status of Jerusalem. AI Medina also said in a head- 
line story that the Arab character of Jerusalem 
would form the basis of Prince Saucfs talks in Rome 
and the Vatican. 

Newspaper editorials discussed the Foreign 
Ministers visit to Italy and the present situation in 
South Lebanon following the Syrian artillery attack 
on the Israaeli position there. Al Medina observed 
that Prince SautTs talks with die Italian leaders 
would be based on Saudi Arabian diplomacy in 
trying to exploit its cordial ties with other countries, 
in order to serve the premier cause of Jerusalem and 
Palestine. The paper referred to Western Europe s 
desire to play a new role in solving the Middle East 
crisis, and said the Camp David accords have 
proved that peace was still far from the Middle East. 
It added that daily assaults by Israel in South Leba-

non have made it quite dear that individual solu- 
tions have no ground and are only doomed to fail- 
ure. With its continuing patience, the Arab world is 
now trying to make the countries of the world real- 
ize that Zionism is an element of instability, chaos 
and aggression in the region.

Sauff s tour aims at explaining the dimensions of 
Arab and Islamic issues and to gain new friends to 
support the Arab and Islamic causes at world 
forums. Saudi Arabia is making moves in every 
sphere without any propaganda or publidty, since 
its main concern is to bring success to the Arab and 
Islamic efforts and to regain the usurped rights, said 
the paper. 

On the other hand, AS Riyadh dwelled on the 
Syrian reply to Israeli aggression on South Leba- 
non, and said it had become necessary since the 
enemy has made it a habit to commit aggression 
while world public opinion has also become used to 
issue routine denunciations. What has now taken 
place is a new turn in the frozen situation, said the 
paper, ad rfin g that the reaction of the Arab deter- 
rent forces showed a shift from defense to attack or 
at least put aggression and reply on one scale. This 
would confirm to Israel that it cannot achieve any 
result from its assaults, and urged the Arab bloc, 
mainly the states of confrontation, to unify their 
military and political stances so they can repel the 
enemy , who only understands the language of arms. 

Al BUad called upon Arabs to remain wary over 
the Israeli plot to occupy South Lebanon, and made 


it dear that the Arab force would have to come to ( 
the level of events. Referring to the Israeli attempts’ 
to swallow South Lebanon, the papersaid Israel has 
been trying to spread its influence by giving support 
to the militia forces of secessionist Saad Haddad, 
which are playing a major role in the determination 
of any Israeli move in South Lebanon. It regretted 
that the renegade militiamen are protecting the 
enemy against the Lebanese and Palestinians in the 
urban and rural areas and even in the camps in 
South Lebanon. 

Dealing with the same subject, AI Jazirah reiter- 
ated that Lebanon has been placed on a precise 
point in the Israeli expansionist strategy. It added 
that Arab states as well as die United Nations 
understood the aggressive policy of Israel and, 
therefore, urged the world body to go beyond the 
adoption of resolutions against Israel, as any of its 
resolutions would only be met with more intransig- 
ence from the Israeli side. 

Al Nadym expressed the conviction that the Israeli 
enemy purposely strafed the Syrian forces in the 




middle sector of South Lebanon. Israer s aim was to 
provoke the Syrian force in order to open a fresh 


provoke the Syrian force in order to open a fresh 
dash with Syria, itsaid. The paper held out the view 
that internal political and economic situation has 
led Israel to commit aggression. Besides, the transi- 
tion period in the U.S. Presidential life has provided 
a unique opportunity for Israel to realize the aims 
and objectives of the Begin government, it said. The 
paper urged Arabs to rise as one man in support of 
the present confrontation and to eliminate the 
enemy's vain-glorious nature for all times.

AL KHOBAR — Mighty oaks, it is said, 
grow from tiny acorns, and this nicely sums 
up the growth of the McDonnell Douglas 
Corporation over the past half-century. 

As its attractively arranged stall at the 
Sauditech 80 Exhibition in AT Khobar 
demonstrated, McDonnell Douglas is ventur- 
ing forth on a multitude of corporate enter- 
prises only one of whrih is aircraft develop- 
ment and production. 

Beginnings for both parent companies 
were modest. Donald Douglas Opened shop 
in 1920 behind a Los Angeles barber shop to 
begin work on a biplane constructed of wood, 
wire, and doth. He later moved to an aban- 
doned movie studio where he began con- 
structing torpedo planes for die tLS. Navy. 
James McDonnell went into business 19 
years after Douglas, opening in Sl Louis. 
After a year's operations, he chalked up a less 
than overwhelming total of zero sales, zero 
profits, and zero backlog. The companies' 
merged in 1967 to become one of America's 
giants in the field of aeronautics. 

But McDonnell Douglas, which today 
employs 75,000 people in North America,

makes more than airplanes. Their Automa- 
tion Company (MCAUTOl is marketing a 
modular hospital data collection system 
which automates admisson and discharge 
records, appointment rescheduling, billing 
and in-house supply control. The corpora- 
tion’s Automicrobic System is a clinical 
analysis test instrument which identifies 
infectious organisms in body Quids such as 
urine and evaluates possible remedies. 

The U.S. Department of Energy selected 
McDonnell Douglas to design a 10 megawatt 
sedarpower plant called “Solar One" whdh is 
being built in Baistow, California. Big 
enough to satisfy the needs of a community of 
about 8,000, Solar One uses 1800 moveable 
mirrors called heliostats spread over 72 acres 
to focus sunlight on a tower receiver which 
produces steam to drive conventional tur- 
bines. 

Aircraft, however, remain the backbone of 
McDonnell Douglas. Planes account for SO 
per cent of corporate sales and of these more 
than half are sold abroad. The DC- 10, of 
whdh more than 400 have been sold since the 
model was introduced in 1969. continues to 
be purchased by such airlines as Aeromexico 
and Compania Mexicans. The crash of a 
DC- 10 at Chicago's O' Hare Airport on May 
25, 1970, when an engine and pylon sepa- 
rated from the airplane wing, led to a world- 
wide grounding of DC- 10’s;- but findings by 
tiie U.S. Federal Aviation Administration 
indicated that "there are no fundamental 
shortcomings in the design of {he DC- 1 0 wing 
pylon.” Nonetheless the publicity generated 
by the Chicago crash persuaded Alitalia to 


cancel its order of DC- 1 0’s and propelled the 
corporation on a PR campaign to set straight 
the safety record of the aircraft which is used 
by carriers like Swiss Air, KLM, SAS, British 
Caledonian and Laker. 

Launching a new commercial aircraft 
requires 100 firm offers from at least 3 major 
airlines. Marketing Representative Robert 

D. Gox told Arab News at the Al- Khobar 
Fair. The DC-XX, McDonnell Douglas’ lat- 
est commercial design, measures 148. 4 Feet 
from nose to tail and promises more econom- 
ical fuel consumption in an age when that son 
of consideration will weigh heavily in any 
customer’s decision to buy an airplane. The 
past decade has seen fuel costs leap — frog 
from 11- 13 per cent to 30-35 per cent of 
aircraft operating expenses. In the 1980’s 
planes, like cars, may have to.be small in 
order to be beautiful. One design feature of 
the D C-XX, nonetheless, is its flexibility of 
interior, stretching or reducing its standard 
180-passenger capacity by as much as 75 

seats. 

Military aircraft, whose sales account for 
about 60 per cent of the corporation's total 
aircraft sales, include the F/A-18 Hornet, 13 
of whrih have already been delivered to the 
US Navy with SO more on order; the AV-8A 
Harrier, a vertical take-off plane developed 
by McDonnell Douglas under a licensing 
agreement with British Aerospace; and the 
redoubtable F-15 Eagle whrih can move at 
more than two and a half times the speed of 
sound. 570 of this last fighter have already 
been delivered with 223 orders outstanding. 
60 of these are earmarked for the Saudi

Royal Airforce, whose first deliveries are 
scheduled for the third quarter of 1981. 

Experience gained by McDonnell Douglas 
in American and European space operations 
has paid dividends in its automa tive and solar 
energy programs. Among its space ventures 
are numbered the construction of Delta 
launch vehicles which cany communications 

and weather satellites into orbit, the Mercury 
and Genini Spacecraft and Skylab. The cor- 
poration also is involved in die Space Shuttle 
and Spaoelab programs.

Gulf may step up 
oil prospecting 


MANAMA, Bahrain Dec. 21 (AP) — The 
United Arab Emirates has urged other Gulf 
states to step up oil prospecting to replenish 
diminishing supplies even though a report 
issued (his week estimated Gulf states had 
300 billion barrels of reserves left. The UAE 
oil minister, Mana Saeed Oteiba, in a recent 
newspaper interview complained about 
excessive production and said he was reduc- 
ing his daily average production by 80,000 
barrels a day as of Jan. 1 . 

"This oil must be used frugally, and we 
must save it for posterity," Oteiba was 
quoted as saying in the UAE newspaper At 
Fajr. "Oil will not last forever. It is a deplet- 
able resource." 

The Qatar-based Gulf Organization for 
Industrial Consulting (GIOQ issued a survey 
this week estimating the proven reserves of

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crude oil in the Gulf countries at 300 billion 
barrels. 

The survey did not specifically say which 
Gulf countries were included, but industry 
sources said it covered Saudi Arabia, the 
UAE, Iraq, Kuwait and Qatar. 

Iran — which sits on 58 billion barrels of 
proven oil reserves — was not induded in the 
GIOC survey, these sources said. 

The published version of die survey did not 
give a country- by- country account of the oil 
reserve estimates. But a Saudi diplomat here 
said the Kingdom alone commands about 
165 billion barrels of crude reserves. 

According to GIOC, the survey showed oil 
reserves in the Gulf countries in January 
1980, “when crude reserves here amounted 
to 69 per cent of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries total reserves 
and 40 per cent of the world's totaL" 

The same survey complained that the Gulf 
countries were refining only 10 per cent of 
the bulk of their crude oil production. 

It showed that the gas reserves in the same 
countries stood at 2462 trillion cubic feet by 
the end of 1979. 

Industry sources said the UAE held 20.5 
trillion cubic feet. Saudi Arabia 95.7 trillion, 
Bahrain nine trillion, Iraq 27.5 trillion, Qatar 
about 60 trillion, and Kuwait 33.5 trillion 
cubic feet. 

The total gas reserves, according to 
GlOCssurvey, accounts for 24.9 per cent of 
OPEC member countries' total gas reserves 
and 9.6 per cent of the world’s proven total. 

GIOC sources said eight gas plants cur- 
rently operating in, the Gulf countries three 
— in Saudi Arabia, two in Kuwait, two in 
Qatar and one in the UAE — were producing 
atotal of3.8 billioa cubic feet of liquefied gas 
a day. 

The bulk of the gas coming out of the Gulf 
oilfields has been flared away as waste. 

The number of gas plants in these countries 
is expected to reach 1 6 by mid-1 982, industry 
sources said. 

In Qatar, sources said the third gas proces- 
sing plant has been blueprinted and the gov- 
ernment was to invite tenders from U.S. or 
German firms for its construction. 

Qatar has upgraded i ts proven gas reserves 
in the vast northwest gasfield, known as the 
dome because of its symmetrical shape.

HONG K-ONG, Dec. 21 (AFP) — Talks in 
Brussels between Hong Kong and the Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC) on the 
inclusion of Greece in the Hong Koog-EEC 
textile agreement have been suspended, it 
was learned here from official sources Satur- 
day, 

The main reason for the suspension was 
that the two sides could not agree on restraint 
limits for products that could be subject to 
specific quotas, commissioner of trade Peter 
Tsao said. 

He added that Hong Kong has been 
informed that the EEC will introduce unilat- 
eral import restrictions for imports of cer tain 
textile products into Greece from Jan. 1 and 
that the regulations will be promulgated by 
the EEC before the end of this year. * 

- Tsao warned local exporters that while his 

department would continue to issue export 
licences for shipments to Greece, there could 
be no guarantee of entry in view of the import 
measures which the EEC was instituting 
Details of the restricted products wilJ be 
given to exporters next week. 

Greece will become a member of the EEC 
Jan. 1. -It is the policy of he EEC that the 
textile agreements it has conculded under the 
multi-fibre tesxtile arrangement (MFAG) 
should be extended to Greece as a new 
member state. 

In the meantime, the cotton spinning and 
weaving sectors of the local textile industry 
have been severely hit by factors ranging 
from escalating costs to tough competition 
from Asian rivals, the chairman of a leading 
company said Saturday. 

T.K. Ann, of Winsor Industrial Corpora- 
tion. warned in an interim report to sharehol- 
ders that the slump could continue, with dif- 
5 cul ties in the local textile industry increasing 
as the impact of worldwide recession gradu- 
ally made itself felt' 

The cotton spinning and weaving sectors 
were the hardest hit, Ann said as demand had 
slackened and costs escalated but it was 
impossible to up selling prices sufficiently 
owing to severe competition from neighbor- 
ing countries. 

“Profit marg ins were slashed or non- 
existent. Imports of raw cotton declined, 
partly reflecting the erratic movement of cot- 
ton prices and partly the poor markets. Never 
since the 1950s have these two sectors seen 
such hard days," he conculded. 


TOKYO. Dec. 21 (AFP) — The cabinet of 
Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki Saturday 
agreed to hold down the increase rate of 
Japan's national budget below 10 per cent for 
fiscal 1981 forthefiisttimein 22 years. Ata 
special meeting to lay down a policy for com- 
piling the national budget, the cabinet also 
decided drastically to reduce the state’s 
dependence on national bond issues, with a 
cutback by (about $9,520 billion) to (about 
$58,430 billion). This win leave the ratio of 
bonds to total revenues at 26.2 per cent, 
compared with 33.5 per cent for fiscal 1980 
ending in March 1981. 

In keeping with the policy the finance 
ministry was expected to set the general- 
account budget for fiscal 1981 at (about 
$22,280 billion), up 9.9 per cent over fiscal 
1980. 

Meanwhile, informed sources said the gov- 
ernment and the ruling Liberal- Democratic 


Party, despite severe criticism from within, 
agreed in principle to increase defense spend- 
ing for fiscal 1981 only by 7 per cent, down 
sharply from the 9.7 per cent sought by the 
defense agency with strong pressure from the 
United States government. 

The finance ministry, calling for austerity, 
will present its 1 98 1 draft budget, incorporat- 
ing die def en se outlay plan, next Monday for 
high-level political negotiations, the sources 
said. 

The austerity budget plan might force the 
defense agency to drop some of its earlier 
defense buildup programs, including the pur- 
chase of C130 Hercules transport planes. 

The agency had originally planned to 
aquire 80 jnore 1974-type tanks, warships 
totaling about 20,000 aggregated tons, six 
C130 Hercules and four E2C “Hawkeye" 
airborne early warning planes.

PEKING, (AP) — Two 10,000-tons 
deep-water berths went into operation 
Saturday at the Yangtze River port of Nan- 
tong, allowing some foreign ships to bypass 
crowded Shanghai harbor, China's official 
Xinhua News Agency reported Saturday. 
Xinhua said these were the first deep-water 
berths at a Yangtze river port, and will 
increase Nam tong's annual h andling capacity 
from 3 milli on to 3.8 million tons. Imported 
iron ore, winch used to be transshipped 
through Shanghai, now will be handled 
through Nantong, and Barite 'from central 
China's Hubei Province will be exported to 
die United States from Nantong, it said. 

CARACAS (R) — Venezuela will prob- 
ably increase theprice of its ail byabout$3 per 
bared from January, the Venezuelan mines, 
and Energy Minister Humberto Calderon 
Becti said here Saturday. Calderon Berti told 
reporters on his return from the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
conference in Bali that Venezuela was still 
studying new prices. But he added that the 
price of Venezuelan crude would probably 
rise to $37.75 from $34.75. The new prices 
would be announced in January, he said. 

DETROIT, (R) — The United Auto 
Workers (UAW) Union Saturday called for a 
meeting with President-elect Ronald Reagan 
to deal with what it called the crisis in the U.S. 
car industry. UAW president Douglas Fraser 
sent a telegram to Reagan warning him that

The new Ira- 
nian constitution states that the government 
should control the country’s banka. 


Explosions 
halt Iraqi oil 
through Syria 

DAMASCUS.Dec.21 (AP) — A series of 
explosions in Iraq's oil center of Kirkuk 
brought Iraqi crude oil supplies to the Syrian 
terminal at Banias to a total halt, diplomatic 
sources here revealed Saturday. The sources 
said that last Tuesday night "explosive 
charges blew up at the electricity generating 
stations in Kirkuk itself," explaining the 
generators provided power to the pumping 
stations. Although Iraq brought in spare 
generators, the §6urce said another series of 
explosions Hew up Wednesday, this time in 
the main pipeline, delayed the repair work. 

Pumping through the 885 km pipeline-link- 
ing Kirkuk to the northern Syrian port of 
Banias was resumed Dec. 1 , after it had been 
out of operation since the start of the Iran- 
Iraq war Sept. 22. Iraq was pumping an aver- 
age of 300.000 0 barrels per day through! 
Banias and 400,000 barrels through the Turk- 
ish port of Dortyol after its 3.2 million barrel 
a day exports were interrupted as a result of 
the war. 

Sources in the Syrian capital last Wednes- 
day reported a stoppage of Iraqi crude oil 
flow to Banias and said this was due to techni- 
cal problems in Kirkuk's generators. Uncon- 
firmed reports also indicated the fault may 
have effected oil supplies to Turkey through a 
second pipeline to the Mediterranean port of 
Dortyol. 

The sources said they believed Iraq was 
“well equipped to face this kind of sabotage 
and repair it quickly.** Syria is expected to 
be earning $125 million a year in transit fees 
as a result of the agreement with Iraq even 
though the two countries broke relations oveT 
the Iran-Iraq war.

dant in all parts.” Castro said the election of 
Reagan marked the arrival of “reactionary 
and extreme rightist forces” and that Cuba 
and Grenada in the Caribbean and Nicaragua 
and El Salvador in Central America face the 
threat of invasion.

Zimbabwe ’s witch doctors police ranks, seek legitimacy 


SALISBURY, Dec. 21 (LAT) - On 

almost every continent there are cults 
claiming mystical powers, and occasional 
repents of sorcerers and witches casting 


But only in Africa are the activities of 
.witch doctors, spirit mediums and herbal- 
ists almost daily news. Often the news is 
that such doctoring has been accompanied 
by murder a witch doctor has been killed 
for failing to find a cure, or the patient has 
been carved up by a witch doctor looking 
for enuti — the organs — to be dried and 
powdered as a cure for somebody else. 

In the Zimbabwe city of Bulawayo, a 
judge recently sentenced to death a sol- 
dier who had confessed to beheading a 
woman and cutting out her heart “for 


witchcraft purposes.” 1 In the same city 
some weeks earlier, a tribesman who Hnri 
beaten a nganga — a witch — to death 
with a burning log was sentenced to 10 
years in jaiL The judge found extenuating 
circumstances for the murder. The killer, 
Zuihu Vundla, believed the Nganga had 
caused the death of Vundla' s 1 1-year-old 
sister of prescribing “bad medicine .” 

Yet there is a growing realization by 
Western-trained doctors — both black 
and Mute — that some tribal medicines is 
useful and effective. For their part, herbal- 
ists and spirit mediums are beginning to 
organize and police their profession, 
weeding out practitioner? who are giving 
“Traditional healing” a bad name. 

Leading this effort in Zimbabwe is a 


1964 University of California. Los 
Angeles, graduate with a doctorate in 
Philosophy from the University of Lon- 
don, Gordon Chavunduka. who is now 
dean of the faculty of social studies at the 
University of Zimbabwe. He is also a 
herbalist. 

He is distressed that this healing science- 
is so often confused with the bone- 
throwing, multi-making and the get-well 
intonations of what he considers the char- 
latans of African medicine. Among Zim- 
babwe’s 6 million black citizens, “some- 
thing like 50 per cent <rf the people consult 
traditional healers,” Chavunduka esti- 
mated, but adding that no surveys have 
been made. Others make use of Western- 


style medical services in dinicx and hospi- 
tals. 

As in Communist China, where herbal- 
ists are respected, Chavunduka said the 
African healer with a knowledge of herbs 
and other ingredients successfully treats 
stomach problems, headaches and other 
ailments. Even with his Western educa- 
tion. Chavunduka i refuses to denigrate a 
second type of traditional doctor — die 
spirit medhirn- 

What has been lacking in the past, 
Chavunduka explained, “is for our reput- 
able practitioners to have something like 
your (Western) medical ■ societies.. We 
need proper registration of traditionaL 
healers, with their qualifications known.” 1

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP) — The 
program President Timmy Carter set in 
motion to find and deport Iranians who viol- 
ate terms of their U .S.visas is almost as old as 
the hostage crisis and, for some, almost as 
frustrating.

U.S. jury finds 
Iranian innocent 
of murdering teen 

DENVER, Colorado Dec. 21 (AP) ■— A 
21-year-old Iranian student was acquitted 
Saturday of murder and assault charges 
stemming from the shooting death of a teen- 
ager and the woundin g of two others during a 
wave of ami- Iranian sentiment last year. 

Upon hearing the verdict, Afshin Shariati 
leaped to his feet and embraced defense 
attorney Scon Robinson. Tire ocher defense 
attorney, Walter Gerash, burst into tears and 
buried his face in his hands. In the gallery 
Shariah's American wife, Toni, also wept. 
The parents of 15-year-old Paul Moritzky, 
the youth killed in the incident, remained 
impassive. 

The verdict was returned almost exactly 24 
hours after the case went to the Denver dis- 
trict court jury. 

Morizky was killed and two others were 
wounded by Shariati after they smashed in a 
window in his apartment with baseball bats in 
an apparent attempt to see revenge for the 
taking of American hostages in Iran. Shariati 
admitted shooting the boys but said he did so 
to protect his house from what he thought 
was a bomb attack. 

Shariati was charged with second-degree 
murder and with attempted second-degree 
murder and assault. Over defense objections 
Judge Daniel Span- told the jury on Friday 
that it also could consider verdicts of reckless 
manslaughter or criminally negligent homi- 
cide. a misdemeanor. 

The jury acquitted Shariati on aD of those 
charges. Shariati declined to comment on the 
verdict as he left the courtroom, saying only 
that he wanted to “thank the jurors.” 

Pope to visit Japan 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 21 (AP) - Pope 
John Paul LI announced Sunday that he will 
make a visit to the Far East Feb. 16-27 of 
next year, stopping in the Philippines, Guam 
and Japan. 

The pontiff told a crowd of 5,000 standing 
in the rain at St Peter's Square that he will 
travel first to Manila to celebrate the beatifi- 
cation of 16 martyrs, including one Filipino 


cemed — government investigators, attor- 
neys and the Iranians themselves — agree 
that it isn’t working. Others contend the 
program was wrong-headed from the start. 

“It has caused only harsh feelings toward 
the United States on the part of people who 
are going to become the business leaders, 
professionals and government leaders in their 
own country one day," says attorney David 
Ca diner, who fought die screening program 
all the way to the supreme court — and lost, 
“ It gave official color to prejudice and hostil- 
ity:’ 

The program was launched soon after Ira- 
nian militants took over the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran on Nov. 4, 1979, and seized its 
American personnel — 52 of whom have 
been held ever since. 

But the U.S. Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service “just does not have the 
resources" for the effort, says the former act- 
ing deputy commissioner of immigration, 
Martin Danziger, who headed the deporta- 
tion program while at INS. 

In the year since the deporation program 
started, 59,577 Iranian students have been 
interviewed. Some 7,771 were deemed 
deportable by INS agents, and the service 
estimates that another 10,000 may be 
deportable because they failed to show up for 
interviews. Bntso far, only 681 have actually 
left the country. 

“The reason is simply the legal system that 
allows them to have the full protection of the 
constitution” says INS spokesman Verne 
Jervis. “They are entitled to full due process 
of law." 

That process can be lengthy. An inves- 
tigator may seek a deportation order from an 
immigration judge once he is convinced an 
alien is deportable. But that order may be 
appealed to the board of immigration appeals 
in Washington, then to a circuit court of 
appeals, and finally, to the U.S. Supreme 
Court 

The process can be short-circuited virtually 
at any point if die alien requests political 
asylum. The INS has received and forwarded 
to the State Department 2,638 such requests 
from Iranian students since die embassy 
takeover. Not one has yet been acted upon. 

Many of those seeking refuge apparently 
are afraid that if they are given asylum, word 
will get back to Iran and retribution will be 
taken either against themselves or their 
families and friends. 

Investigators say fear is also the main 
reason thousands of Iranians did not report 
for interviews. “We were afraid of informa- 
tion being passed to the other side," said one 
student — an opponent of Iran's current 
regime — arrested recently for failing to 
report for an interview by Dec. 31, as Carter 
had ordered. 

But perhaps the single biggest reason the 
program has achieved so little is the paucity

But cancer cure doubtful 


Doomed find hope at Tijuana laetrile clinic 


TUUANA, Mexico, Dec. 21 (AP) — 
There are faces in the waiting room full of 
deadt and there are faces full of hope. Flesh 
hangs loosely on skeletal frames or dings too 
tightly over bodies distended by disease. 

They have come here in search of the 
chance their own doctors would not or could 
not give them: laetrile, a substance that most 
doctors consider worthless in the battle 
against cancer. 

Laetrile is a whitish powder that is usually 
extracted from apricot pits in North America 
or from bitter almonds in Europe and Asa. 
Properly known as amygdalin, it is a natural 
substance found in parts of more than 1X00 
planes, from apple and cherry seeds to many 
beans and grasses. 

On Jan. 1, laetrile becomes legally avail- 
able in California, the most populous of the 
United States and home of about half the 


patients who come to Tijuana. However, 
medical workers and patients agree that 
Tijuana will remain the last resort — the 
place to come when other doctors have told 
cancer victims simply to go home and die. 

They flock to this laetrile capital of the 
world not to hear someone tell them that they 
will live, only that they at least have a chance. 

Cancer victims are treated as outpatients in 
villa-style clinics, or, if there are vacanies, 
they stay in ample, homey rooms overlook- 
ing small garden plazas with fountains as cen- 
terpieces. 

“They told me in the hospital that they 
could do nothing for me,” said Jim Lapdell, a 
farmer from New Zealand. “I was written off. 
I just said: “ Thank you very much,’ and 
turned around and walked out Didn’t even 
ask how long I had." 

Lapdell, 55, was not ready to die. Laetrile 


Elite hit for shunning ‘Gang’ trial 


PEKING, Dec. 21 (AFP) — For the second 
time since the opening of the Peking trial of 
Mao Tse-Tung’s widow Jiang Qing and nine 
other Cultural Revolution leaders, a Com- 
munist Chinese newspaper has hinted 
dearly that highly placed personalities were 
refusing to come and give evidence. 

The Gutmgming Daily Sunday quoted 
woman jurist Han Youtong as saying that it 
was “ the duty of everyone, whether leaders 
or ordinary dtizens, to show a responsible 
attitude towards the country and give evi- 
dence ’’ if they were in possession of facts that 
might aid the judges. 

The statement echoes a People 's Daily 
artide of Dec. 4 and appears to be aimed at 
figures who held key posts during the Cul- 
tural Revolution, observers said. For instance 


Communist Party Chairman Hua Guofeng 
rose rapidly in the hierarchy during the Cul- 
tural Revolution (1966-67), holding die key 
post of minister of public security during its 
last months. 

Mrs. Han singled out those who thought 
that “ coming to court to give evidence is 
discreditable or that those who give evidence 
are in disgrace. ” 

All the witnesses who have given evidence 
to the court since Nov. 20 when the trial 
opened have made -scathing attacks on Jiang 
'and her co-defendants. Many of them are 
former Cultural Revolution figures, currently 
in prison, and among the accused themselves 
are people like “ Gang of Four " member 
Wang Hongwen who has said a lot to incrimi- 
nate his co-defendants. 


Iraq puts down roots in captured Khorramshahr 


BASRA, Iraq, Dec. 21 (R) — Iraq shows 
every sign of preparing for an indefinite 
occupation of the Iranian port city of Khor- 
ramshahr and the area immediately around 
it, according to reporters who visited the city. 
They said they found the city devastated, 
empty of civilians and echoing the crack of 
artillery exchanges. 

But in a nearby village the Iraqi govern- 
ment was setting up basic services, including 
supplies of new farm equipment, for the peo- 
ple who have remained These moves to 


establish an Iraqi civilian administration in 
occupied Iranian territory, which have been' 
given prominence in the official Iraqi press, 
indicate that Baghdad will not easily give up 
the city which its forces captured only after 
weeks of bloody house-to-house fighting. 

Baghdad has not said publidy whether it 
wants to keep Khorramshahr, tike only Ira- 
nian town of any size occupied by the Iraqis in 
three months of war. But absorbing the area 
into Iraqi life would be relatively easy 
because its inhabitants are ethnically Arab, 
rather than Persian.

The measure legalizes, for the next four 
years, the manufacture, sale, prescription and 
use of laetrile, with some restrictions, for 
terminal cancer patients. 

Twenty- two American states have similar 
laws, despite a U.S. government ban on drip- 
ping laetrile. or any of its ingredients, bet- 
ween states. The practical effect is that laet- 
rile can only be used in states where it can also 
be manufactured. 

The medical establishment is almost 
un anim uous in dismissing the chemical as an 
unproven treatment at best — and at worst a 
potentially dangerous and worthless elixir 
dispensed by charlatans. 

“ We have found no evidence whatever that 
this is of any value in the management of 
cancer." said Dr. G. Congdon Wood, an 
assistant vice president of the American 
Cancer Society. Speaking of the whole range 
of unconventional practitioners. Wood said: 

“Some of these people have found a way to 
make a very good living by encouraging peo- 
ple to go to extremely unorthodox and in 
some cases even unethical forms of treat- 
ment." I 

Laetrile proponents daim thousands of 
individual cancer patients have been saved by 
the chemical and the nutrition therapy 
associated with it. Supporters often allege 
conspiracies of government, doctors and drug 
companies eager to protect the profits of con- 
ventional anti-cancer surgery, radiation and 
chemotherapy.

Press reports from Chino are painting a 
grim picture of life there at the moment. 
The dty's population has reached die nine 
millio n mark. Its infrastructure — hous- 
ing, electricity, roads, sewerage, etc — 
was built to support more than three mil- 
lion. Cairo, they say, is very nearly burst- 
ing at die seams. 

The situation has arisen partly from 
Egypt's lingering population explosion. 
And although the rate of population 

increase in some of the countries of the 
Gulf is higher, Egypt's population is so 
large now that the increase tells far more 
dramatically. The country’s economic 
ability to meet the challenge is, if any- 
tiring, decreasing. 

The question of rising population in the 
Arab world is, at least theoretically, not 
urgent. Vast tracts of usable land, and the 
capital to make them viable, ave'Chfre for 
tiie asking. But the political and social 
dimensions of the problem are so vast that 
the prospect of a planned population 
movement within the Arab world is still 
remote. 

A story from Cairo, cold by a friend who 
had just come from there, illustrates both 
the terrible conditions and the resilience 
of the peopleJEgyptian humor has always 
been proverbial. At the moment, it is defi- 
nitely taking a dark and bitter tinge. 

He was served coffee by an old man at 
the office of a friend in Cairo. He thanked 
the servant and asked,. out of politeness, 
how he was doing “in these hard times." 
“Fine,” came the answer. “ My family and 
I are enjoying the kind hospitality of So 
and So Pasha." 

It took my friend a moment to realize 
what the poor old gentleman was talking 
about. “So and So Pasha," was a famous 
man dead for many years. The old man 
saw that my 'friend had understood. 
“Yes." he continued. “I sleep there, the 
Pasha sleeps in the middle, and my wife 
sleeps on the other side." 

The <rid man was living in the cemetery.

Japan to work less 

TOKYO, Dec. 21 (AFP) — In apparent 
recognition that the Japanese are “workahol- 
ics” by comparison with workers in other 
industrialized countries, the labor ministry is 
about to urge a cut of about two hours in the 
length of the working week, sources said. 

The move comes against a background of 
foreign criticism that the Japanese predflio- 
tion for work is causing international trade 
friction. The labor ministry will Monday issue 
a letter to area governors and local labor 
standard bureaus, aiming at a cut in the aver- 
age working year from 2,1 14 hows in 1979 to 
2,000 hours or less by March 1986. 
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
